But if the cotton grower 
could be made to see around the dollar 
immediately in front of his eye for 


his seed c-otton and see the dollar nftid 
a half or two dollars for his ginned 
cotton, he would undoubtedly

thereby.

The Spring Onion is the first vege­ 
table of Spring. 
It will gr»»w in the 
back yar»l or the front yard in a big 
patch or a little one. 
Most every­ 
body tries to have a patch according 
tc the ground they have, som etim es 
planting in the flower box. 
The Spring Onion is the most self- 
assertive vegetable 
in the 
garden. 
It is hardy and seldom suffers from 
being «*arly, and coming in contact 
with th»* lurking breath of 
winter. 
N othing is strorig«*r on breath than 
the Spring Onion, and it can 
give 


mg. an«! if m anure is to be store»!, 
all practical precautions should

point to consider in storing m anure 
is the 
cost of 
handling. 
H andling 
m anure 
increases th e expense and 
at the sam e time lowers the value »if 
the m anure since the forking over of 
compacted m anure exposes it t«i the 
air an«l gives the m aterial a better 
chance t»i ferm ent and decay.

these reasons it is best to leave m a ­ 
nure undisturbed w here produce»!, so 
far as possible, until it can be hauled 
to the field, says F. L. Duley »if 
the 
U niversity of Missouri C»»llege of A g ­ 
riculture. 
W here animals are confine»! in stalls 
or covered fee»iing yards, the m an u re 
may be allowed to accum ulate for 
several months 
and be 
hauled out 
only once or twice a year, with a com ­ 
paratively small loss of plant food. 
If plenty of be»hling is use»! it wrill 
absorb the liquid m an u re and 
the 
tram pling of the anim als will keep 
this com pact and m oist so as t«i p re­ 
vent much of the aerobic fe rm e n ta ­ 
tion and consequent loss of nitrogen. 
If m anure is left in the stall 
tir feed 
yard where it will be kept m oist ami 
thoroughly tram ped, so as to exclude 
the air, there is no b etter methtal of 
storing. 
Since th ere is no leaching 
under these conditions there will b«* 
practically no loss of phosphorus or 
potash. 
The covered feed yard 
is 
extensively used in som e parts of th** 
country and deserves more attention 
in Missouri. 
This method of handling m anure is 
advisable mainly w here 
well-bedded 
stalls are provide»l fo r h»irses, and in 
cattle sheds or mule barns where the 
anim als run loose and the tram pling 
is very thoro.
